In Seoul.on Sunday, the 3rd October, 
the completion: of one thousand miles of 
railway orack in Korea was celcbrated 
‘by a coremony held ‘in Kyongpok Palaca 
grounds, where the Exhibition ig now on, 
ithe preeenos of H.IH. Princes Kan-in, 
It was attended by some 2,000 guests,’ in- 
cluding many from Japan and Man- 
cburia, . According to the Seoul Dress 
Dr. Ohya, Director ‘of “the Railway 
Bureau, made an interesting speech om 
the work. of which he is in. charge. He 
said the Seoul-Chemulpo’ line was "the 
very beginning of the ‘railway system in 
Korea. ‘That railway wag first. under- 
taken by Americans but was alter pur- 
chased by Japancse. In September, 1699, 
the section between Chemulpo and 
Noyangjin was completed and opened to 
traffic. It wag an event of historical im- 
portance, for the line was the first. rail- 
way ever built and. managed: by Japanese 
axbroad,; During July, 1900, the remain:
